Mob disrupts count of Electoral College votes 
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WASHINGTON 
Hundreds of rioters encour- 

aged by President Donald 

Trump stormed the U.S. Capitol 


on Wednesday, crashing 
through police lines to lay siege 
to the building and force a halt 
to the constitutional process of 
certifying the Electoral College 
count after the Nov. 3 presi- 
dential election. 

Americans watched in horror 
as the mob scaled walls and 
smashed windows at the Capi- 
tol, which has been closed to 
visitors throughout the coro- 


navirus pandemic. The intrusion 
came as both houses of Con- 
gress were debating an objec- 
tion raised by Sen. Ted Cruz, 
R-Texas, to the counting of 
Arizona’s Electoral College 
votes. 

As violence raged on Capitol 
Hill, press secretary Kayleigh 
McEnany said Trump had 
directed the National Guard to 
help law enforcement quell the 


unrest. But media reports in- 
dicated that it was Vice Presi- 
dent Mike Pence, not Trump, 
who approved the National 
Guard mobilization. The Penta- 
gon said in a statement that the 
defense secretary and head of 
the joint chiefs of staff had spo- 
ken with Pence to coordinate 
their response.
